Fairness for Reservists 
The talk of calling back reserv- 
ists to active duty is putting fear in 
many hearts. It is also causing 
many hard feelings. I think these 
feélings are justified. 

Men who have already been 
drafted and served their two years 
are automatically put into the re- 
serves when they are released from 
active duty. They are required to 
‘Serve two years in the active re- 
serve and two years in the inactive. 

During the two years of active re- 
serves they are required to attend 
one meeting every week, an all-day 
Saturday meeting every couple of 
months, and two weeks of reserve 
camp each summer. 

The pay is inadequate to cover 
the time and expense involved. The 
latest turn of events is a one-year 
extension on the active reserve ob- 
ligation. 

At the same time, fellows who 
were married and had a child be- 
fore they were of age to be called 
anto the draft are free of all obliga- 
tions. The only circumstance in 
which they would be called would 
be a state of emergency. 

In this instance the reservist will 
still go first. Why couldn’t these 
fellows be put into the reserves in 
place of those who have already 
served two years in the active army? 

A draftee may become married 
and have children after he is in the 
army and he will still be obligated 
to attend the reserves. The man 
‘who was excused from the draft be- 
‘cause of one child may still only 
have that one child; he is still free 
‘from any obligation.

Clear Transport Rules 


The Senate Commerce Committee has con- 
cluded hearings on a bill which would re- 
quire the Interstate Commerce Commission 
to consider the effect on all other common 
carriers when it authorizes changes in rail- 
road freight rates. This has been the National 
Transportation Policy since 1940, when the 
Interstate Commerce Act was amended by a 
paragraph setting forth that policy. The 
amendment directed the commission to ad- 
minister the act so as to “preserve the 
inherent advantages of each” form of trans- 
portation and to prevent “unfair or destruc- 


- tive competitive practices.” But the Trans- 


portation Act of 1958 stipulated that “rates 
of a carrier shall not be held up to a particu- 
lar level to protect the traffic of any other 
mode of transportation.” 


The consequences are that the commission 
can make contradictory decisions with legal 
sanction. This leads to unequal treatment 
of the various modes of transportation, which 
does anything but promote the economic 
health of the over-all system. 


ICC Chairman Hutchinson testified against 
the pending bill on grounds that the present 
arrangement -provided “proper flexibility” 
and the proposed bill would “‘create uncertain- 
ties.” Yet it is hard to see how more uncer- 
tainties could be created than by a statute 
which lays down conflicting guide lines. 


“Flexibility” would seem scarcely the prop- 
er synonym for “cross-plirposes.” 


The 1958 clause seems altogether reasonable 
on its face, but it neglects to specify the kind 
of competition from which carriers are not 
to be protected. Fair competition based on 
rates intended to be permanent is one thing; 
competition based on temporary rate-cutting 
for the purpose of driving another carrier out 
of business is another. 


If the ICC cannot protect the traffic of a 
carrier against this false and temporary kind 
of competition, it cannot carry out the man- 
date of the National Transportation Policy of 
1940. Since the 1958 amendment came into 
effect, railroads have been exploiting the op- 
portunity it offers to drive out lower-cost 
competition with artificial cut rates. 

In our opinion Congress should adopt the 
pending bill, which would replace the 1958 
amendment and make absolutely clear that 
the National Transportation Policy still ap- 
plies. As things are, no carrier coming be- 
fore the commission can know in advance 
where it stands. It may be protected from 
unrealistic and destructive competition under 
the National Transportation Policy, or it may 
stand unprotected under the 1958 amend- 
ment. The purpose of the pending bill is to 
make the rules of the game clear to all, and 
the same for all. 


A Vested Year? 


According to men’s clothing advertisements, 
this fall will be the season for the “vested 
look.” The natural look, and the slim and 
trim looks, evidently remain, but men are 
urged to buy suits with vests which, if memo- 
ry serves, vanished somewhere in the early 
’40s. The vests went into the war effort and 
presumably came out in various patterns and 
materials of olive drab. 

Today’s youth will, no doubt, quickly be- 
come vested; wearing a vest is an experience 
every man owes himself at least once, akin 
to growing a mustache. But a return to vests 
after these many years is likely to create an 
ideological conflict among those who remem+* 
ber wearing them. There are two sides to 
vests, and we do not mean the front and 
back. Some men have clung to vests because 
vests keep them warm, hold their ties in 
place, support their watch chains and cigars 
and pens, and provide a distinguished appear- 
ance. Others shun vests because they are too 
hot and confining, wrinkle their shirts, are 
totally unnecessary and provide a stodgy and 
old-fashioned appearance. 


Vests are, after all, a matter of individual 
taste, and one man’s vest is another man’s 
nuisance. This is, like many another conflict, 
one which it is advisable to stay out of. So 
we leave the issue to those whose interest 
in it may be more or less vested than ours. 


Ghosts in Canada 


The most modern city in Canada, a model 
community carved out of the forest in the 
1950s at a cost of half a billion dollars, is on 
the verge of. becoming a ghost town. Elliot 
Lake, situated between Sault Ste. Marie and 
Sudbury, is the largest of four uranium boom 
towns in the Dominion from which the under- 
pinnings have been pulled by the United 
States Atomic Energy Commission’s decision 
two years ago to stop buying Canadian ore 
in favor of the domestic product. 

It is a town with 2400 homes, 10 schools, 
12 churches, three hotels, five banks and a 
$3,000,000 hospital—but only one industry, 
uranium mining, 99 per cent of whose market 
has vanished. More than half its population 
of nearly 50,000 has moved out. Those who 
remain are feverishly making plans they hope 
will tide their town over until the nascent 
atomic power industry restores demand for 
uranium ore to a level high enough to sus- 
tain its mines, perhaps in the 70s—perhaps 
later. 

Elliot Lake and other Canadian uranium 
towns were built by the Ottawa Government, 
with the co-operation of private enterprise, 
to supply the United States with uranium 
ore for atomic weapons during the years 
when this country was unable to obtain an 
adequate supply anywhere else. The collapse 
of the Canadian uranium mining industry 
has deepened the Dominion’s already acute 
unemployment problem, affected its balance 
of trade by cutting off a tenth of its com- 
merce with our country, and aggravated re- 
sentments against the United States. 

Beyond spreading out delivery on the dying 
contracts, Washington has shown little dispo- 
sition to take any responsibility for the plight 
in which it has left the Canadian Govern- 
ment and many thousands of Canadians. If 
any moral obligation was involved in encour- 
aging our neighbors to the north to undertake 
these enormous developments, or if any grati- 
tude is due for a service which stood our 
atomic program in such stead at a time when 
it was most needed, our Government has done 
little to acknowledge it in any practical way. 

Prime Minister Diefenbaker has promised 
the appointment of a parliamentary commis- 
sion to study the debacle and make recom- 
mendations for tiding the industry over until 
the demand for uranium for atomic energy 
can take up the slack. This seems to us a 
good occasion for Congress to give recogni- 
tion to the United States’s share in what has 


happened by offering the ancillary service of 
a similar study group from this side of the 
border. A joint effort could conceivably do 
more than a single one, and at least it would 
show that the United States is cofcerned 
about relieving the disaster that has come 
about as a consequence of responding to our 
needs. 


Stroll Through a Slum 


The General Accounting Office’s recent 
criticism of public housing projects raised 
questions as to their management and the 
need for more of them. The chief complaint 
made against the St. Louis housing projects 
was that they hada vacancy rate of 7.5 
per cent. 


While this compares favorably with other 
rental housing, it could be taken as an indi- 
cation that the need for subsidized housing 
has been largely met. Closer study, however, 
shows that much of the vacancy problem was 
concentrated in the Igoe-Pruitt apartments. 
A rash of. police incidents had given them 
much unfavorable publicity. As 4 result. 
prospective tenants became somewhat reluc- 
tant to move in. Corrective measures have 
been taken. 


There also are faults in design in some of 
the projects. These probably must be at- 
tributed to lack of experience at the time 
they were built. Skip-stop elevators, for ex- 
ample, make a buildixg less attractive; yet it 
is costly to correct this draw-back. The worst 
fault, however, is an over-supply of one-bed- 
room apartments. Most project tenants need 
larger quarters, and the St. Louis Housing 
Authority has undertaken a remodelling pro- 
gram to make them available. 


Another factor in the turn-over of tenants 
—and consequent vacancies—has been the 
low income ceiling governing eligibility for 
public housing. This has been a handicap in 
upkeep, too. As soon as families made a 
modest economic advance and were able to 
show a little pride in their homes, they were 
forced to move—even though in many cases 
they really could afford. only slum rentals. 
They became the forgotten people of the hous- 
ing program. Now a somewhat higher in- 
come ceiling has been set. 


St. Louis Housing Authority officials feel 
sure that their vacancy figure soon will be as 
low as can be expected. They are just as sure 
that the need for subsidized housing has not 
yet been fully met—even though the demand 
may not be as great as in the midst of a wide- 
spread depression. Convincing evidence that 
they are right may be easily obtained by 
strolling through a city slum. 


Then There’s Kansas City 


Out in California, where the fans grow up 
on big-time football instead of big-league 
baseball, they have been hanging Walter Al- 
ston as though he were a gridiron coach in- 
stead of manager of those new Cardinal pat- 
sies, the Los Angeles Dodgers. But Alston 
undoubtedly got the message. Losing games 
is hard on popularity in any game. 

If the Dodgers should recover, the good 
people of Cincinnati may take up the custom 
of mock executions. But with Frank Lane 
out, and Charles Finley accused of trying to 
take the whole team out of town, it is hard to 
say just what the people of Kansas City can do. 

Maybe they will show that where baseball 
panjandrums are concerned, they have not yet 
“gone about as far as they can go.” 


A Park for the Prairie 


The urgent feeling that time is running out 
on America’s unspoiled beauty recently led 
President Kennedy to sign a bill to preserve 
a Cape Cod National Seashore. Missourians 
are pressing for an Ozark Rivers National 
Monument. But time also is running out on a 
more subtle part of our landscape—the great 
American prairie. Hence the National Park 
Service urges creation of a Prairie National 
Park northeast of Manhattan, Kan. It would 
be half the size of the Missouri project. 

Once upon a time the great American 
prairie rolled from the eastern forests to the 
flat western plains—from northern Indiana 
and Illinois across northern Missouri and 
Jowa and on into the eastern Dakotas, Ne- 
braska, Oklahoma and Texas. It was primari- 
ly gently undulating grass land, fit for the 
buffalo and antelope and plover, characteris- 
tic in its own bright little flowers and tall 
blue stem grasses. It was a large part of 
America. But today, the Park Service says, 
the largest remaining area of true prairie 
lies along the limestone escarpments of the 
eastern Kansas Flint Hills. At their northern 
edge, the Prairie Park is proposed. 

At this point, the Park Service can do little 
more than propose. It is up to the Kansas 
Legislature to initiate land purchase, perhaps 
for a limited state park; Congress might be 
induced to take it from there. Most of the 
29 existing national parks (none for the 
prairie, none for Kansas) began as gifts to 
the people. And no new park had been es- 
tablished in 20 years until the Cape Cod area 
was marked out recently. As much as the 
mountains, the coast and the rivers, the prai- 
rie merits conservation. 


Take Out the Gamblers’ Phones 


Except for such details as a new name 
here and there, the McClellan committee's 
disclosures of commercialized gambling are 
-about as fresh as a summertime TV “repeat.” 
But one thing is clear. 

The big gambling operations cannot be con- 
ducted without elaborate telephone installa- 
tions. Many long distance messages are in- 
volved in “laying off” bets at such a notorious 
center, as for example, the Cincinnati-New- 
port-Covington complex, to make so-called 
“comeback” wagers at tracks, and to obtain 
speedily the information on which the whole 
business is based. If deprived of their tele- 
phones, big-time gamblers are virtually out 
of business. 

That was demonstrated in St. Louis in 
1951 when, after disclosures by the Post- 
Dispatch, the Missouri Attorney General de- 
prived the old Pioneer News Service of its 
telephones. It may well be that as public 
utilities, telephone companies are reluctant 
to deny service to any applicant. Yet it is 
highly doubtful that they desire to serve an 
activity forbidden by law. So all they really 
need is an official order to justify the re- 
moval of their equipment. This may not 
solve all ‘the problems created by the gam- 
bling racket, but it would go a long way to- 
ward ending the anomolous situation in which, 
in spite of repeated exposure, the syndicate 
members continue to do business as usual.

Test of the Market Basket 


Consumer Price Index Can Be Misleading Guide, Business Paper Contends

Unless the Consumer Price Index, 
prepared and issued monthly by the 
Bureau of Labor Statistics, can be 
made into a true cost-of-living index, 
it might be a good idea for Congress 
to consider abolishing it entirely. 

Regardless of what name BLS may 
give this index, it is widely known and 
used in labor contracts as if it were a 
true measure of changes in the cost of 
living. And this, it certainly is not. 

There probably has been no one sin- 
gle factor that has contributed more 
to the inflationary 
wage-price spiral 
: than the use of 
The Mirror this index as a 

of cost - of - living in- 
dex. This use has 
not been discour- 
aged by Washing- 
ton, to say the 
least, and this erroneous use undoubt- 
edly will continue as long as the index 
is issued. 

Since early 1955, if you go by the 
Consumer Price Index, the cost of liv- 
ing has risen approximately 16 per 
cent. However, on the basis of studies 
made by the Federal Reserve Bank of 
St. Louis, all or the major part of this 
indicated rise may be an illusion. 

For, as the Bank points out, BLS 
has made no allowance for improve- 
ment in the quality of goods. Even 
though the quality of some consumer 
goods has deteriorated, there has been 
sufficient over-all improvement — ac- 
cording to those who have analyzed 
quality factors—to negate all or most 
of the rise in the index in recent years. 

This, in itself, is a serious indictment 
of the Consumer Price Index, one that 
would seem to warrant consideration

of complete overhaul and revision, if 
nothing more, of the index for a num- 
ber of years back. 

This entire question of whether the 
Consumer Price Index should be made 
a true cost-of-living index or discon- 
tinued entirely is not an academic 
matter. 

Almost everyone is affected. Some 
years ago, when the subway fare in 
New York was raised, the CPI rose 
sufficiently to touch off an increase in 
automobile workers’ wages in Detroit, 
in accordance with the escalator clause 
in the union contract. 

This eventually touched off markups 
in the prices of automobiles, which 
touched off further rises in the CPI 
and so on ad infinitum. 

This example is bad enough, but it 
was based at least on something real, 
the increase in subway fares. There 
have been many times over the past 
years when increases in wages were 
touched off, in accordance with esca- 
lator clauses, as a result of faulty and 


Depressed, Too From The Gallatin (Mo.) Democrat 


A small Arkansas community: about 
the size of Winston, Altamont, Coffey 
or Jameson has been selected to re- 
ceive the first grant from the Federal 
Government under the new Depressed 
Areas Act. Gassville (and we think 
the name highly appropriate in view 
of its success in slickering Uncle Sam 
out of a sizable slug of money) con- 
sists of 233 people, three stores, gas 
stations and a post office. 

Although this tiny backwoods, de- 
pressed community had the ability to 
get itself a new factory with a potential 
employment of 1200 persons, they just 
couldn’t seem to work out any way to 
get a waterworks. But those slow- 
movin’ fast-thinkin’ Arkansawers got 
the Government to “‘loan’’ them $31,000 


and give them $129,000 for the water- 
works which the factory had to have. 

Now let’s take a look at how ‘‘de- 
pressed” they are. The town is located 
in the center of a pleasant Ozark resort 
region; their four-county area has lost 
25 per cent of its population in a decade 
and there are only 30,000 people left 
with an average family income of 
around $2000 annually. 

It is painful to compare their ‘‘de- 
pression” with ours because we are 
more depressed than you thought. Take 
any four counties in this area and you 


will find a comparable loss in popula- : 


tion and while the average family in- 
come may be slightly higher it is still 
well below the national average. Plus 
we do not have the resort possibilities. 


Between Book Ends 


MATTHEW FONTAINE MAURY & 
JOSEPH HENRY: Scientists of the 
Civil War, by Patricia Jahns. (Hast-

One was “the Pathfinder of the 
“Seas,” the other a pioneer jn electro- 
magnetism... Both found themselves in 
high government posts in pre - Civil 
War Washington. But when the di- 
vision came, one man went with his 
native Virginia while the other stayed 
at his post as a high scientific adviser 
to Lincoln. 

Matthew Fontaine Maury charted 
the trackless wastes of the ocean and 
made a great name for himself as the 
first oceanographer. He became an 
officer in the United States Navy, then

head of the Naval Observatory. Along 
the way, however, he had managed to 
antagonize the future leaders of the 
Confederacy and so, when he offered 
his services, they shuffled him along 
from one chore to another. Finally he 
wound up in England, to buy raiders

accept defeat, Maury went off on a 
wild-goose chase, as a Mexican citizen 
under the fantastic and short-lived em- 
pire of Maxmilian. 

Joseph Henry’s course was more 
peaceful, more unruffled. Starting at 
Albany Academy, he explored the new 
wonders of electricity as a pure scien- 
tist; accepting no reward or patent 
for his discoveries. Recognized, never- 


unrealistic construction of the CPI, 
Once these higher -wages get built 
into our price structure, they are there 
to stay and can only contribute to fur- 
ther increases in the index. The prés- 
ent .Consumer Price Index and its 
erroneous use have resulted i a dis-

The Consumer Price Index is based 
on a “market basket” concept of what 
consumers bought in a designated an- 
nual period. The market basket is 
determined by asking a sample group 
of householders what they bought in 
that. year, 

Of course, the average householder 
has no more clear idea of what he 
really bought last year than what he 
ate for lunch a week ago last Tuesday. 

Little or no allowance is made for 
seasonal and cyclical factors influenc- 
ing both supplies and prices of numere 
ous consumer goods, particularly 
foods. Yet, it is a well-known fact that 
housewives, operating within a budgeé, 
may switch their purchases of typés 
of meats or fruits or vegetables as a 
result of price differentials. 


And, the family is as well nourished 
as before. 

These and other types of switching 
necessitating a change to @ true con- 
cept of a constant level of Fiving from 
the present concept of constant living, 
were emphasized at the recent hear- 
ings of the subcommittee On economic 
statistics of the Joint Economic Com- 
mittee. 

However, the subcommittee report 
straddled the issue by declaring that 
the concept of a constant utility index 
is ‘“‘so elusive as to make it difficult 
even to discuss in the abstract” while, 
at the same time, it noted that a rigid- 
ly fixed market basket of goods is 
“unrelated to the fast-moving world 
we live in.” 


There is little doubt, then, that most 
counties in northwest .Missoufi could 
apply for aid under this most liberal 
program. For years most of us have 
been laboring under a silly illusion that 
we should do things for ourselves, solve 
our own problems when possible, lifting 
ourselves by our own bootstraps for 
better or for worse. How stupid that is!
